English holders of Venezuelan 
day signed the agreement by which Castro 
pledges to England and Germany 60 per 
cent of the customs receipts as security for 
their claims. 

The German bondholders and the Vene- 
zuelan repfesentatives have already signed 


the agreement. 

The United States notified President Cas- 
tro, when the negotiations were com- 
menced, that it would refuse to recognize 
such an agreement, which leaves the other 
creditors—America, France, Italy, Belgium 
and Holland—without any means whatever 
for coliecting their claims. 

This protest was w@olly disregarded. The 
British and German foreign offices assert 
that the agreement is in accordance with 
the terms of the Washington protocol and 
that the stockholders are wholly within 
their rights. 

The amount of the English and German 
claim s $28,600,000. 

In San Domingo the revolutionary 
ment against President Moreles has 
reached such serious proportions that 70 
marines are held in readiness to land at 
a moment's notice from the United States 
gunboats  aaesoagge and Alert to protect 
American lives and property. 

France, Germany. Italy and Belgium are 
also pressing energetically for the pay- 
ment of their claims against the govern- 
ment. While it appeared that the United 
States would guarantee the indebtedness, 
they were disposed to wait. Since the Sen- 
ate's refusal to ratify the Roosevelt treaty 
they have again becoma, peremptory in 
thir demands.

William Wilmerton, Farmer, 83 
Years Old, of Préemption, Iil., 
Comes to St. Louis to Tell His 
Sad Story in U. 8. Circuit Court. 


$40,000 LIFE’S SAVINGS 
WENT IN SPECULATION. 


Old Man, Broken and Feeble, Pros- 
ecutes Suits Against Concerns 
and Premoters Who Took His 
Money, After Their Promises. 


William Wilmerton, a tottering old man 


of 83 yeurs, told on the witness stand in 


the United Btates Circuit Court Friday how 
he lost the accumulations of a lifetime af 
hard work by trying to get rich quick. 

He was the principal witness in his sult 
against the Merchants’ Brokerage and 
Commission Co., the Traders’ Bank of St. 
Louls, Arthur F. McIntire, G. Louis @tearne 
and Wijliam J. Peck for $40,000, which he 
claims to have intrusted to the commis- 
sion company to be invested in grain, but 
which he says was not invested, but was 
appropriated by the officers of the com- 
pany to thelr own uses. ad 

The story hé told was one of astonishing 
confidence in strangers. He told of having 
sent to the company the amoynt he Is sul 


in sums of from $200 to $10,000, 

Wilmerton lives at Preemption, Ill. He 
says he has been a farmer for 62 years. He 
was one of the pioneers of hia part of the 
state, having come from the East in the 
early days. He had $40,000 fairly well in- 
vested when he read an advertisement of 
the commission company and wrote to the 
company and received literature setting out 
how anybody could get rich quick by in-. 
trusting money to the company for in- 
vestment, 


Sent Ten Thousand One Day. 


He sent $200 as a starter, and a few days 
later sent $800. In January he sent $1000. 
He gradually increased the amounts, un- 
der the stimulus, he says, of encouraging 
letters from the company, and on March 


this, suggested that it would be a mighty 
good thing if he would gend $50,000, ae 
the market canditions were such that he 
could make 
the $50,000. 
On July 2 he teceived q telegram wh 
Stuted that it would. take $390,000 te pro- 
tect bis interests, as there had been @ 
slump in the market and a pool had been 
formed.

Railway Co. shall be forfeited to the city. 

The amendments also provide for a gen- 
eral instead of a specified bond in the sum 
of $5,000, as now provided for by the bill 
in the mayor's hands. This is proposed in 
order that the city may have @ power 
to change the amount of the bond if it 
sees fit. The time limit for the beginning 
of work on the proposed railway is aleo 
decreased.

RUSSIAN. PLAYERS 


SEEK FREE SPEECH 


They Come All the Way From 8t. 
Petersburg to New York to 
Produce Tschirikoff’s New 
Political Play. 


By Leased Wire from the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 24.—A strange lan- 
guage, singularly incisive and eloquent, yet 
soft and musical in its cadences, was spok- 
en from the stage of the Herald Square 
Theater yesterday by a dramatic company 
that had wandered all the way from SBt. 
Petersburg in search of the right of free 
speech. he audience that hung on every 
‘word was one such as seldom assemblies in 
a Broadway theater. The people leaned 
forward in their seats. Inciplent applause 
that broke out from time to time was s!i- 
lenced by angry hisses until the falling of 
he curtain, when men and women alike 
oroke out in a storm of wild approval. It 
was Eugene Tschirikoff's interdicted drama, 
‘The Chosen People,’ an eloquent argu- 
ment, the moral of which throws the white 
light of truth upon the disturbances which 
are now disrupting the Czar’s domains. 

Perhaps it was not a play at all in the 
Anglo-American sense of the term. It was 
rather a sermon, cut into three acts, set in 
a simple scene and spoken by fourteen 
players. 

It was a grim play. but interesting be- 


cause it was a perfect example of the pre-- 


vailing tendencies of the drama in Rus- 
sia. Fes brillant young author, it will be 
remembered, went to prison together with 
Maxim Gorkevy and others as an aftermath 
of the recent Sunday strike riots in St. Pe- 
tersburg and Moscow. The Russian com- 
pany which presentS the play possesses 
distinct merit. The quality of its .acting 
has a parallel in New York in the stock 
company at’ the Irving Place Theater. Its 
methods are natural; its purpose seems to 
be ethical rather than esthetic; its long 
training is easily apparent, and its intel- 
lectuakty Is evident. 

But equally curious and interesting was 
the audience. The people “wept through 
their noses,”"’ as the saying goes, and dis- 
played theftr emotion by loud trumpeting 
into their handkerchiefs. An enthusiastic 
auditor brought a horn to signify his pleas- 
ure. He blew one lusty. blast at the. close 
of the first act. But he blew it no more. 
His boisterous method of making. known 
his deHght did not meet the approval of 
the poliee and the ushers stationed in the 
balcony.
